So 
glaring a defiance of public opinion can only be ac- 
counted for on the bypothesis that the President 
has a private interest in Shepherd's retention. 
This would not be the first time that the Presi- 
dent’s private intereste have made the. public in- 
terests kick the beam, His participation in the 
salary-grab was a thoroughly blackguard per- 
formance, but even that was not so barefaced 
and exasperating as the reappointment of Shep- 
herd. : 

Who js the man Shepherd, that the Executive 
power should be interposed in his behalf? The 
public have already been instructed in part by an 
Investigating Committee, composed of a major- 
ity of his friends. Previously he had been 
known as a colleague of Mullett, the Government 
Architect, in a joint venture for roofing Gov- 
ernment buildings, which, considering Mullett’s 
official position, was a fraud on ite face. The 
tenacity with which Mullett sticks to his place 
in spite of investigation and exposure, is only 
equaled by the barnacle adhesiveness of Shep- 
herd in sticking to his place in spite of investi- 


arily sent in, comprising data that can only be 
supplied by the President of the corporations, 
whereas the brief reports submitted were in 
several cases forwarded by Illinois companies, 
the lessors of the Iowa lines. 

The manner of this discovery was almost as 
interesting as ite result. None of the railroad 
attorneys, who have been wrestling over the law 
for months past, had noticed it. It came about 
thus: The officers of the Sioux City & Pacific 
Railroad—a ime extending from Missouri Valley 
Junction to Sioux City—last week aaked leave to 
amend their report so as to leave out the earn- 
ings of a ferry-boat, which deduction would so 
lessen their earnings per mile as to place the 
Company in Class C. Thereupon the Executive 
Council of the State, who by law are constituted 
the Railroad Commissioners, examined the 
statute, and discovered that the classification was 
dependent upon reports not received, but which 
should have been on file last January. Alarmed 
at the discovery, and believing the omission fatal 
to the law, the Couneil asked the Attorney Gen- 
eral for his opinion. This has not yet been an- 
nounced; but other lawyers equally eminent in 
the profession, residing in this State, in Iowa, 
and in New York, have carefully investigated 
the question in all its bearings, and have sub- 


_seribed to a writted opinion that the law is in- 


operative until July, 1875, when another mode 
of classification, also indicated in the statute, 
will go into effect. 

‘This law was passed in obedience to the be- 
hests of the Grangers. No railroad experts 
were permitted to make any suggestions, 
though it will be surprising in the event of the 
failure of the law if the defect is not charged 
upon the agents of the corporations. The fact 
is, they stood aside because, in the significant 
language of one of these gentlemen, “A Grange 
Legislature are presumed to know what they 
are about.”

Legal Proceedings for the Indemnifica- 
tion of Property-Owners. 


SOUTHPORT AND HAWTHOEN AVE- 
tion NUE TRACES. 
ARGUMENT BEFORE JUDGE FABWELL. © 
The argument on the motion for making per- 
the injunction restraining the Chicago & 
and the Chicago & ae eo 
Companies from laying their track on Southpor 
avenue was heard by Judge Farwell yqsterday 
morning. The attendance of interested prop- 


-owners was fair. 
3 of affidavits were read, the afflants 
swearing that their property would be damaged 
from $0 to 50 per cent by the laying of the track, 
aod that no compensation had been offered to 


them by the Companies. 

Mr. Jussen, of counsel for complainant (Will- 
iam Lang), claimed that the ordinance under 
which possession bad been taken by the railroad 
companies was unconstitutional, for the reason 
that it did not provide either that compensation 
was to be made before occupation, or a remedy 
for paying adjacent owners damaged by the lay 
ing of the track, and provided no adequate fund 
out of which damages could be paid. He asked 
that the injunction, as modified, should not only 
stand but should be enlarged so as to forbid and 
enjoin the companies from completing the 
track, or from operating the road in any manner 
until the damages had been and com- 
pensation paid to the persoos whose property 
bad been inj ; 

Mr. Lackner followed, making the point that 
the Constitution of 1870 provided that property 

ould not be taken or damaged for public use 
without just compensation—such compensation, 

it not made by the State, to be ascertained by a 
jury as prescribed by law; that the Legislature 
1 by law how and when compensa- 
tion should be made by the enactment of the 
Eminent Domain law of 1872, which provided 
that a jury should be calied, and the value of | 
the property taken ascertained ; and that, not- 

withstanding the ordinance of the Council giving 
the railroads the right to assess their damages 
within two years after laying the track, the con- 
stitutional provision, together with the law en- 

under it, overleaped the ordinance, and 
obliged the companies to calla jury and assess 
the damages before laying the track. 

Mr. Goudy then took up the argument for 
the defendant. He elaimed that, the fee 
of Southport avenue being in the city, 
it, therefore, had the right 
the railroad companies, by 
cense to take possession ; and that it was- no 
one’s business whether they did or not, since 
the Companies’ occupation of the street was a 
legal act. If damage were done the property, 
the owners could sue for compensation, if it 
were not made in due time. They, however, 
could pot prevent by injunction the laying of 
the track on the city’s property. He also urged 
that the English decisions on the questioa of 
what shall be considered damage to property—it 
having been held in many cases that the mere 
use of a street by a railroad compapy was not a 
damage—shouid be taken into consideration in 
construing the clause of the State Constitution 
in relation to the subject. 

Mr. Hutchinson closed for the complainant, 
making, however, no new points, but combatting 
the position taken by Mr. Goudy and supporting 
his views by authorities. 

The Court reserved its decision. 
BILL OF THE CHICAGO LAND COMPANY. 

E. H. Sheldon, H. B. Bogue, end W. 8. Gur- 
nee, Trustees of the Chicago Lard Company, 
filed a bill yesterday in the Circuit Court against 
the Chicago & Pacific Railroad Compavy 
and the Chicago & Evanston Railroad Company, 
at the same time that the arguments 
in the first case, commenced abgnt ten days ago, 
were in progress before Judge Farwell. The 
eompiainanis in the presont case state that the 
Chicago Land Company became possessed in 
1801 of all the land on the west side of Haw- 
thorn avenue, from North avenue to Halsted 
street. The avenue is only 66 feet wide, being 
only room — for the ordinary travel of the 
street. Nevertheless, it was wrongfully taken 

ou of by the defendants, a ho laid a track 

on it ut the ch of June. Complainants al- 
lege that the Chicago & Pacific Company was or- 
ized in 1865, but failed to agree withthe terms 

of its charter before the 8th of August, 1870, the 
time limited by the Constitution, and hence the 

Company has no legal organization. In like 
manner the Chicago & Evansvon Railroad Com- 
paay did not avail itself of its graut of authority 
within the time limited, and iis acts, too, are 
only colorable. 

It is claamed, as a condition precedent to the 
right of way on the avenue in question, that tLe 
Company agreed to build a viaduct over North 
avenue, which has not been done. 
is also claimed that the Company was 
bound to have the land condemned first, which 
has likewise been omitted. The other allegatiops 
are in substance the same as those of the first 
bill. Another point is made, that, if the Com- 
pauv should be allowed to maintain its track, it 
would necessarily have side-tracks and be con- 
tinually makiug up trains, thus monopolizing the 
_ whole street. and rendering it necessary to widen 

it at compiaivant’s expense. The cause begun a 

week or so ago, it is complained, appears to be 

ng by agreements and stipulations, and

' Complainant therefore insists that the de- 
fendants ought not to be allowed to take advan- 
tage of their own wrong, and be permitted to 
leave their track down.
